Lorp John Russell sees in the Ministerial explana- 
tions of the 18th inst. a foregone conclusion on the 
part of Ministers to draw England into an Austrian 
alliance. An “armed neutrality,” that statesman in- 
sists, must necessarily mean not “a fair and honest 
neutrality,” but an offensive attitude like that which 
Russia adopted at the beginning of this century and 
which England sent forth Lord Nelson to demolish. 
It signifies, though it does not directly declare, that 
the neutral party means to take a side, has his mind 
made up as to the side he will take, and only bides 
his time in order to deal his stroke in safety. It isa 
state, says the noble lord, “which of itself entitles 
other powers to ask what our intentions are,” and the 
intentions of the Derby Government, he infers from 
various symptoms, are “in favour of Austria and 
against those who are opposed to her.” 

The accusation thus made drew forth a speedy, 
though hardly a satisfactory, reply. At the Mansion 
House dinner, Lord Derby took the British public 
into full confidence, and explained his former expla- 
nations. By an armed neutrality he had meant a 
real and strict neutrality, but “ such an one as might 
enable us to hold our Mediterranean possessions and 
our strong military positions in that quarter, and pre- 
serve the British flag and British arms from the pos- 
sibility of insult, amid all the contingencies of the 
contest.” He had never thought of taking up 
any party’s quarrel, whatever he might think of 
it in point of reason or justice, unless our own na- 
tional interests or national honour should call us 
into the field. So far from that, he thinks that we 
“ought to remain, so long as possible, perfectly and 
entirely neutral, free of all engagements, fettered by no 
promises, and completely at liberty to use the influ- 
ence—God forbid, that he should have to add the 
arms—of England, in such a manner as we may con- 
sider to be called for under the circumstances of the 
time, by the interests, the honour, and the dignity of 
the country.” 

This explanation reads like the obscurum per 
obscurius of the schoolmen. At first, one is inclined 
to accept it as an assurance that Lord John Russell's 
suspicions are unfounded ; but a second perusal sug- 
gests three important questions:—From whom does 
Lord Derby anticipate an attack on our Mediterra- 
nean possessions and an insult to our flag and arms? 
With which party does Lord Derby think reason and 
justice to lie? How long does he think it possible 
for England to remain neutral consistently with her 
honour and her interests? 

There can be little doubt how Lord Derby would 
answer the first question. He would say, and say 
with truth, that neither in the Mediterranean, nor 
elsewhere, is our flag or arms in any danger of being 
insulted by Austria: but that our rival in the Mediter- 
ranean is France, a power which regards us as stand- 
ing in the way of her designs on Egypt and Syria. The 
French fleet is at present not far inferior to our own, 
and the third most powerful fleet in Europe is the 
Russian. Were the much talked-of alliance between 
France and Russia to be realized, we might have to 
fight next year for Malta and Gibraltar and Corfu, as 
last year we fought for India. When Lord Derby, 
therefore, speaks of an armed neutrality as necessary to 
secure our possessions in the Mediterranean, it is easy 
to see that it is against France he would arm us, 
and not against Austria. 

When we come to the second question and ask, 
on which side does Lord Derby conceive reason 
and justice to lie, in the present quarrel, the answer 
is equally clear. He condemns, indeed, the last im- 
perious step taken by Austria; calls it “ hasty,” 
“ precipitate,” even “criminal,” inasmuch as it in- 
volved the horrors of war, while there was yet every 
hope of a successful issue to the negotiations. But of 
Sardinia he feels “bound” to say that, “by her 
aggressive and propagandist tone, she has deprived 
herself of a great deal of the moral support which the 
sympathy of England would give to the free

vasion by a Power which was looked upon as the 
type of sluggishness and long-suffering. In this enter- 
prise he may carry with him the good wishes of a few ex- 
treme partisans in England whose memory for the rights 
and interets of their own country has been lost in the 
indulgence of foreign sympathies. But the great mass 
of the English as well as of his own people are cold, and 
even hostile, to the ruler who has not scrupled to endan- 
ger the peace of Europe by openly making preparations 
for a gigantic war, and who has taken Russia as his 
eomrade. 
It is the legitimate boast of England at the present 
time that she alone in Europe preserves a free tribune 
and press, and other nations have been obliged to erect 
her Parliament into an Areopagus, and take from it their 
estimate of the doings of their own rulers. This great 
influence has not been wanting on this occasion. The 
proceedings of the British Parliament have been watched 
with ceaseless anxiety. Cut off from all free and candid 
writing in their own press, accustomed only to the 
platitudes with which the Imperialist writers an- 
nounce the will of the Emperor or the anticipa- 
tions of a Minister on some future event, the French

To 
remain neutral is a moral duty as well as a statesman- 
like policy, but from the hour when the French Emperor 
crosses the frontier into a land not his own, England is 
free to take the part which suits her, and, though that 
art may probably be peace, it is certain not to be such an 
alliance with France as settled the Eastern question, and 
was expected to regulate the Old World for many years 
to come.

It will be a melancholy fact, 
truly, if Sardinia—looked to so fondly as the precursor 
of Continental freedom—has been placed in the van of 
battle by Napoleon the Third, in a war in which he me- 
ditates the extinction of liberty even in these free islands. 
This, indeed, he will find beyond his power to accom- 
plish ; but it may give us quite enough to do to preserve 
our own noble institutions, and we may have to witness 
the extinction of the last hope of liberty abroad—a more 
melancholy event to behold ifthe blindness of our states- 
men shall have contributed to it. 

A word, however, as to our home affairs, and I have 
done. I long since told you that pecuniary efforts had 
been made by the Conservatives, and what desperate 
attempts they would [make at the elections to displace 
Liberal M.Ps You have, of course, observed how the 
London press have, within the last few days, dealt with 
this subject, but a passagein the Morning Herald to-day, 
gives the best evidence‘of the strenuous exertions made by 
the party. From this it appears that the Government 
have put forward, for places represented in the late 
Parliament by Liberals, in England, 102; Scotland, 4; 
and Ireland, 17 candidates, in all 123. Against this 
only 36 Liberals are started for Conservative seats—30 in 
England, 2 in Scotland, and 4 in Ireland ; showing a ma- 


jority of 87 candidates started in behalf of “ the powers that 


be.” That, of these, a considerable number will be “ re- 
turned”-there can be little doubt, the “sinews of war” 
being sure to be worked with desperate energy. But, 
when the Parliamentary Committees shall have closed 
their labours, the “sitting members” will, I suspect, 
rove but a sorry show for the enormous outlay which 
is now being incurred.

THE NEW HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

As the General Election approaches we are furnished 
with some foundation upon which to form an estimate of 
the political character of the new Parliament. We 
assume as a general rule that wherever there will be a 
contest the parties are already in the field, and that the 
number of the candidates who may make their appear- 
ance from this time forward will be about equalled b 
the withdrawals. We find, therefore, that the candi- 
dates either unopposed or opposed only by others of their 
political party are as follows :— 


England and Wales

Ireland 


This makes a total of 470 members whose election, 
in the above political proportions, may be consi- 
dered certain. In making this calculation, we set 
down a contest, where there are two Liberals and a 
Tory in the field, as resulting in one Liberal re- 
turn. On the other hand, where two Tories and a 
Liberal are candidates, we put down one Tory 
vote certain, leaving the second seat to be counted 
among the 184 which are the objects of contest be- 
tween Opposition and Ministerial candidates. We have 
gone very carefully through the circumstauces calcu- 
lated to throw light on these 184 contests, and making 
every allowance for the bribery and official corruption 
prevalent, we cannot anticipate that Lord Derby will 
succeed in more than sixty-three of these instances. 
Adding this to 212 seats certain, we make the Ministe- 
rial strength 273, or about thirteen more than it was in 
the late Parliament. The Opposition would number 
381, leaving Ministers in a minority of 108, with which 
they will have to carry on the Government, and 
_— the serious step they have taken in this crisis.— 
riooe.

The issue was one between the constitution 
and revolution (hear hear)—between reform and anar- 
chy; and according as their voices and those of the other 
constituencies of that great empire pronounced they 
should continue to enjoy the blessings of that constitu- 
tion which had brought them to such a _ of glory 
and prosperity (applause), or they should be obliged to 
follow in that track which in Italy had produced misery 
and wretchedness, division and anarchy, and in France 
had produced crushing, withering res (cheers). He 
repeated the issue was between revolution and reform. 
Let him not now be told that the Canservatlve Govern- 
ment was deaf to, or was heedless of the moderate 
desires and wishes of the people (hear, hear). He denied 
that they were not p to make such moderate 
alterations as the necessities of the time might require, 
but they would not be dragged forward by Mr. 
Bright and his followers (hisses) to break down the 
barriers of the constitution—to sweep away the House 
of Lords—to destroy the Established Church, and finally, 
to sweep away the Monarchy. He would ask them 
what claim had Lord John Russell to lead the people of 
England? What had been his history from the com- 
mencement of his career? From the time he started in 
public life in 1843 had he not been notorious for his 
avidity for power, his restlessness in the enjoyment of 
it, his jealousy in the sharing of it, and his determina- 
tion at any price to monopolise it ? (Cheers.) Did 
he not upset the coach in 1834? (A Voice—When 
he was at Vienna.) Oh, he did ever so much mis- 
chief before he went there. In 1846 he turned 
out Peel. He had the total command of the govern- 
ment then; and what was the opinion given by one who 
certainly could not be considered hostile to Lord John as 
to the manner in which the Government was conducted 
while he was Prime Minister? Lord Brougham had 
said that his administration was “one under which af- 
fairs were administered with feebleness, incapacity, vac- 
cillation, and imbecility (hear), and in which measures 
were feebly proposed, tremulously supported, and weakly 
abandoned. That was the man who now sought to ob- 
tain the reins of office, and who by a mean mancuvre, an 
unworthy dodge, had contrived to unite together one 
strong combination to subvert Government the various 
bodies of men that would have been unable to form a 
Government if they had been offered the opportunity of 
doing so. What did Sidney Smith, who was a friend of 
Lord John Russell, say of him? “It is impossible 
to sleep easy while Johnny has the command of the 
watch.” What claims had Lord Palmerston to office ? 
He began his political career so long ago that, to use 
the language of the law, it was beyond the memory 
of man. He was Secretary of War under the Duke of 
Portland and under Mr. Perceval, whose names were 
almost forgotten ; he held the same office under Lord 
Liverpool, Mr. Canning, and the Duke of Wellington ; 
and it was only in his mature manhood, when the Duke 
of Wellington turned him out of place, that he became 
satisfied that he ought to have been what he then became 
under Lord Grey—a Whig. During the time that he 
had had the conduct of the Foreign Office—now up- 
wards of fifteen years—had he not been, to use the 
eloquent language of the Irish Attorney-General, at 
the bottom of every disturbance in Europe? His 
busy meddling, his interference, his bullying, and his 
cowardice, had involved England in more disagree- 
ments with foreign states than any minister that 
had ever been at the head of affairs. A Whig in 
1830, and a Conservative statesman in 1835, he 
now advocated the ballot, though he was not quite 
satisfied himself yet about it, or perfectly convinced 
that it was desirable, still he would defer to a moderate 
public opinion on it, and if they only said that it ought 
to be, why he was their humble servant. He really 
wondered at the feeling which could have possibly 
prompted that unfortunate young man, Mr. Brady, to 
take the course he had adopted.
